He said Truman “apparently in- 
dorses about one-half of the Case 
bill and does not rule the test 
out, so there does not seem to be 
any .substantial difference with 
our point of view.”

Urge Law to Forbid 
Strikes Against -Public

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6 (AP)— 
Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
introduced legislation today to bar 
all pending portal-to-portal pay 


suits. 

Another bill introduced by Sen- 
ater Capehart (Rep.), Indiana 
would define the terms under 
which workers could qualify for 
portal pay. 

There has been a Zlood of suits 
since the Supreme Court ruled 
recently that workers are entitled 
to pay for time spent on company 
property 8 or other- 
wise preparing for work. 

The total sought now exceeds 
three billion dollars, 

“It has become completely ob- 
vious in the last few weeks,” 
Wiley said in a statement, “that 
it has become absolutely urgent 
that Congress promptly enact 
legislation which will preserve the 
very foundations of American in- 
dustry by relieving it of the many 
billions of dollars of portal-to- 
portal pay suits which have re- 
cently been filed.” 

He said his bill also provided 
that employers “who, in good faith” 
find themselves liable under the 
Fair Labor Standards Act “to the 
harsh penalties properly intended 
for malefactors, will hereafter be 
permitted a fairer deal by being 
relieved of liability for punitive 
damages.” 

Another section of Wiley’s bill 
would permit “in proper cases” 
the compromise and settlement 
out-of-court of wage claims under 
the Fair Labor Standards Act. 

The Supreme Court has ruled 
that the act prohibits compromise 
settlements in amounts less than 
provided by the act. The act pro-

Truman Speaks 
To Full House, 
Talk Televised 


President's Delivery 
Best Since He Entered 
White House.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—Presi- 
dent Truman played to a full 


house today when he delivered his 
state of the Union message. With 
the event televised for the first 
time in history, every seat on the 
House floar was filled at the spe- 
cial joint session of Congress, and 
the galleries were 80 packed that 
some newsmen were forced to re- 
main in the press room, where 
they listened to the radio broad- 
cast of the speech. 

M. L. Meletio of St. Louis, the 
House’s new doorkeeper, ad- 
dressed the chair and announced 
the Cabinet. Then he led them 
down the center aisle. 

A few minutes later, the Pres- 
dent, accompanied by committee 
of Senators and Representatives, 
reached the door of the House. 
Meletio then announced the Pres- 
ident. 

The President entered the 
chamber promptly at 1 p. m. (12 
noon St. Louis time), walked brisk- 
ly down the center aisle with a 
brief case under his left arm, and 
mounted the rostrum steps amid 
sustained applause. 

When he was formally intro- 
duced from the rostrum, the ap- 
plause was shorter but louder, 
with some “huzzahs” mixed in. 
Before beginning his speech the 
President remarked as an aside: 
„It looks like a good many of you 
have moved over to the left since 
I was in here’—a facetious refer- 
ence to the fact that Republicans 
sit on the left side of the aisle 
in both Houses of Congress. 
Laughter and a brief round of 
clapping followed ‘this observa- 
tion, and Truman then began 
reading his speech. 

Truman wore semi-formal attire, 
a dark coat, striped trousers and 
a dark tie with white stripes with 
a turned-down white collar.

Warning Against Punitive Acts, | 

Truman warned the Republicans 
and the Southern Democrats, who, 
have already drafted much more 
comprehensive and drastic curbs 
on organized labor: 

“We must not, however, adopt 
punitive legislation, We must not, 
in order to punish a few labor 
leaders, pass vindictivé laws which 
will restrict the proper rights of 
the rank and file of labor. We 
must not, under the stress of 
emotion, endanger our. American 
freedoms by taking i- considered 
action which will lead to results 
not anticipated or desired.” 

The proceedings in the House 
chamber were broadcast by tele 
vision for the first time in history, 
as well as by radio over all the 
national networks as usual. The 
opening proceedings in the House 
last week were televised also, and 
the President saw them on a small 
set installed in the White House 
for the occasion.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6 (AP). 
HE teat of President Truman's State of the Union message to 


T Gongress today: 


COME before you today to report on the state of the Union and, in 
the words of the Constitution, to recommend such measures as I 
judge necessary and expedient. 

I come also to welcome you as you take up your duties and to 
discuss with you the manner in which you and I should fulfill our 
obligations to the American people during the next two years. 

The power to mold the future of this nation lies in our hands— 
yours and mine, joined together. 


If in this year, and in the next, 
we can find the right course to 
take as each issue arises, and if, 
in spite of all difficulties, we 
have the courage and the resolu- 
tion to take that course, then we 
shall achieve a state of well-being 
for our people without precedent 
in history. And if we continue 
to work with the other nations 
of the world earnestly, patiently, 
and wisely, we can—granting a 
will for peace on the part of our 
neighbors—tmake a lasting peace 
for the world. 

But, if we are to realize these 
ends, the Congress and the 
President, during the next two 
years, must work together. It 
is not unusual in our history 
that the majority of the Con- 
gress represents a party in op- 
‘position to the President's 
party. I am the twentieth Pres- 
ident of the United States who, 
at some time during his term 
office, has found his own 
party to be in the minority in 
one or both houses of the Con- 


gress. 

I realize that on some matters 
thé Congress and the President 
may have honest differences of 
opinion. Partisan differences, 
however, did not cause material 
disagreements as to the conduct 
of the war. Nor, in the con- 
duct of our international rela- 
tions, dufing and since the war, 
have such partisan differences 
been material. ' 

On some domestic issues we 
may, and probably shall, dis- 
agree.

‘As the year 1947 begins, the 
state of our national economy 
presents great opportunities for 
all. We have virtually full em- 
ployment. Our national produc- 
tion of goods and services is 50 
per cent higher than in any 
year prior to the war emergen- 
cy. The national income in 1946 
was higher than in any peace- 
time year. Our food production 
is greater than it has ever been. 
Du ‘the last five years, our 
produttive facilities have been 
— Us almost every field. 
The American standard of liv- 
ing is higher now than ever be- 
fore, and when the housing 
shortage can be overcome, it 
will be even higher. 

During the past few months we 
have removed at a rapid rate the 

emergency controls that the Fed- 
eral Government had to exercise 
during the war. The remaining 
controls will be retained only 80 
long as they are needed to protect 
the public. Private enterprise must 
be given the greatest possible free- 
dom to continue the expansion of 
our economy. 

In my proclamation of Dec, 31, 
1946, I announced the termination 
of hostilities. This automatically 
ended certain temporary legisla- 
tion and certain executive powers. 

Two groups of temporary laws 
still remain: the first are those 
which by congressional mandate 
are to last during the “emergen- 
cy": the second are those which 
ere to continue until the. “termi- 
nation of the war.” 

I shall submit to the Congress 
recommendations for the repeal 
of certain of the statutes which 
by thelr terma continue for the 
duration of the “emergency.” 1 
shall at the same time recom- 
mend that others within this 
classification be extended until the 
state of war has been ended by 
treaty or by legislative action. 
As to those statutes which con- 
tinue until the state of war has 
been terminated, I urge that the, 
Congress promptly consider each 
statute individually, and repeal 
such emergency legislation where 
advisable. 

Now that nearly all wartime 
controls have been removed, the 
operation of our industrial sys- 
tem depends to a greater extent 
on the decisions of business 
men, farmers and workers. 
These decisions must be wisely 
made with genuine concern for 
the public welfare. The welfare 
of business men, farmers and 
workers depends upon the eco- 
namic well-being of those who 
buy their products. 

An important present source 
of danger to our economy is the 
possibility that prices might be 
raised to such an extent that 
the consuming public could not 
purchase

It should continue to be the 
national policy. 

But as yet not all of us have 
learned what it means to bar- 
gain freely and fairly. Nor have 
all of us learned to carry the 
mutual res bilities that ac- 
0 right to bargain. 
There ve been abuses and 
harmful practices which limit 
the effectiveness of our system 
of collective . Far- 
thermore, we have lacked suf-

erences. 

Certain labor-management prob- 
lems need attention at once and 
certain others, by reasons of their 
complexity, need exhaustive inves- 
tigation and study. 

We should enact legislation to 
correct certain abuses and to pro- 
vide additional governmental as- 
sistance in bargaining. But we 
should also concern ourselves with 
the basic causes of labor-manage- 
ment difficulties. 

In the light of these considera- 
tions, I propose to you and urge 
your co-operation in effecting the 
following four-ppint program to 
reduce industrial strife: 

Point number one is the early 
enactment of legislation to pre- 
vent certain unjustifiable prac- 
tices.

In some jurisdictional dis- 
putes, However, minority unions 
strike to compel employers to 
deal with them despite a legal 
duty to bargain with the majority 
union. Strikes to compel an em- 
ployer to violate the law are in- 
excusable. Legislation to prevent 
such strikes is clearly desirable. 

Another form of inter-union dis- 
agreement is the jurisdictional 
strike involving the question of 
which labor union is entitled to 
perform a particular task. When 
rival unions are unable to settle 
such disputes themselves, pro- 
vision must be made for peaceful 
and binding determination of the 
issues. 

A second unjustifiable practice 
is the secondary boycott when 
used to further jurisdictional 
disputes or to compel employers 
to violate the National Labor 
Relations Act. 

Not all secondary boycotts 
are . We must judge 
them on the 


basis of their ob- 
jectives. 

For example, boycotts intended 
to protect wage rates and work- 
ing conditions should be distin- 
guished from those in furtherance 
of jurisdictional disputes. The 
structure of industry sometimes 
requires unions as & matter of 
self-preservation to extend the con- 
flict beyond a particular employer. 

There should be no bla 
prohibition against boycotts. 

The appropriate goal is legisla- 

tion which prohibits secondary 
boycotts in pursuance of unjusti- 
fiable objectives, but does not im- 
pair the union’s right to preserve 
its own existence and the gains 
made in genuine collective bar- 
aining. 

n A third practice that should 
be corrected is the use of eco- 
nomic force, by either labor or 
management, to decide issues 
arising out of the interpretation 
of existing contracts, 

Collective . bargaining agree- 
ments, like other contracts, should 
be faithfully adhered to by both 
parties. In the most enlightened 
union - management relationships, 
disputes over the interpretation 
of contract terms are settled 
peacefully by negotiation or arbi- 
tration. Legislation should be en- 
acted to provide machinery where- 
by unsettled disputes concerning 
the interpretation of an existing 
agreement may be referred by 
either party to final and binding 
arbitration. 

Point number two is the ex- 
tension of the facilities within 
the Department of Labor for 
assisting collective gaining. 

One of our difficulties in avoid- 

ing labor strife arises from a lack 
of order in the collective bargain- 
ing process. The parties often do 
not have a clear understanding of 
their responsibility for settling 
disputes through their own nego- 
tiations. We constantly see in- 
stances where labor or manage- 
ment resorts to economic force 
without exhausting the possibili- 
ties for agreement through the 
bargaining process.

I recommend that this commis- 
sion make its first report, includ- 
ing specific legislative recommen- 
3 not later than March 15, 
RESTRICTION OF MONOPOLY 

AND PROMOTION OF PRI- 

VATE ENTERPRISE. 

The second major policy I de- 
sire to lay before you has to do 
with the growing concentration 
of economic power and the threat 
to free competition in private en- 
terprise. In 1941 the Temporary 
National Economic Committee 
completed a comprehensive inves- 
tigation into the workings of the 
national economy. The commit- 
tee’s study showed that, despite 
half a century of anti-trust law 
enforcement, one of the gravest 
threats to our welfare lay in the 
increasing concentration of power 
in the hands of a small number 


of giant organizations. 
Durin this long- 


g war, 

standing tende toward eco- 
nomic concentration was accel- 
erated. As a consequence, we 
now find that to a greater ex- 
tent than ever before, whole in- 
dustries are dominated by one 
or a few large organizations 
which can restrict production 
in the interest of higher profits 
and thus reduce employment 
and purchasing power. 

In an effort to assure full 
opportunity and free competi- 
tion to business we will vigor- 
ously enforce the anti-trust 
laws. There is much the Con- 
gress can do to co-operate and 
assist in this program. 

To strengthen and enforce the 
laws that regulate business prac- 
tices is not enough. Enforcement 
must bé supplemented by positive 
measures of aid to new enter- 
prises. Government assistance, 
research programs, and credit 
powers should be- designed and 
used to promote the growth of 
new firms and new industries. 
Assistance to small business is 
particularly important at this 
time when thousands of veterans 
who are potential business and in- 
dustrial leaders are beginning 
their careers. 

We should also give special at- 
tention to the decentralization of 
industry and the development of 
areas that are now under-indus- 


trialized. 
HOUSING. 

The third major policy is also 
a great importance to the na- 
tional economy—an aggressive 
program to encourage home con- 
struction. The first federal pro- 
gram to relieve the veterans’ hous- 
ing shortage was announced in 
February 1946. In 1946 one million 
family housing units have been 
put under construction and more 
than 665,000 units have already 
been completed. The rate of ex- 
pansion in construction has 
broken all records. 

In the coming year the number 
of dwelling units built will ap- 
proach, if not surpass, the top 
construction year, of 1926. The 
primary responsibility to deliver 
housing at reasonable prices that 
veterans can afford rests with 
private industry and labor. The 
Government will continue te ex- 
pedite ‘thé’ flow of key ‘building 
materials, to limit nonresidential 
construction, and to give financial 
support where it will do the most 
good, Measures to stimulate rental 
housing and new types of housing 
construction will receive special 
emphasis. | 

To reach our long-range goal of 
adequate housing for all our 
people, comprehensive housing leg- 
islation is urgently required, sim- 
ilar to the non-partisan bill passed 
by the Senate last year. At a 
minimum, such legislation should 
open the way for rebuilding the 
iplighted areas of our cities and 
should establish positive incentives 
for the investment of billions of 
dollars of private capital in large- 
scale rental housing projects. It 
should provide for the improve- 
ment of housing in rural areas 
and for the constfuction, over a 
four-year period, of half a million 
units of public low-rental housing. 
It should authorize a single peace- 
time federal housing agency to as- 
sure efficient use of our resources 
on the vast housing front, 

FISCAL AFFAIRS, 

The fourth major policy has to 
do with balancing the budget. In 
a prosperous period such as the 
present one, the budget of the 
Federal Government should be bal- 
anced. Prudent management of 
public finance requires that we be- 
gin the process of reducing the 
debt. The budget which I shall 
submit to you this week has a 
small margin of surplus. In the 
budget message, I am making 
recommendations which, if ac- 
cepted, will result in a substan- 
tially larger surplus which should 
be applied to debt retirement. One 
of thesé recommendations is that 
the Congress take early action to 
continue throughout the next 
fiscal year the war ‘excise tax 
rates which, under the present 
law, will expire on June 30, 1947. 

Expenditures relating to the 
war are still high. Considerable 
sums are required to alleviate 
world famine and suffering. Aid 
to veterans will ‘continue at a 
peak level. The world situation fs 
such that large military expendi- 
tures are required, Interest on the 
public debt and certain other 
costa are irreducible, For these 
reasons I have had to practice 
stringent economy in preparing 
the budget; and I hope that the 
Congress will co-operate in this 
program of economy. 

AGRICULTURE. 

The fifth major policy has to 
do with the welfare of our farm 
population, 

Production of food reached 
record heights in 1946. Much of 
our tremendous grain crop can 
readily be sold abroad and thus 
will become: no threat in our 
domestic markets. But in the 
next few years American agri- 
culture can face the same dan- 
gers it did after World War I. 

In the early twenties the na- 
tion failed to maintain outlets for 
the new productive capacity of 
our agricultural plant. It failed 
to provide means to protect the

well. Farm production stayed up 


long-range study. Others can be

clined. Farm surpluses piled up, 
and disaster followed. 

We must make sure of meeting 
the problems which we failed to 
meet after the first world war. 
Present laws give considerable 
stability to farm prices for 1947 
and 1948, and these two years 
must be utilized to maintain and 
develop markets for our great pro- 
ductive power. 

The purpose of these laws was 
to permit an orderly transition 
from war to peace, The Govern- 
ment plan of support prices was 
not designed to absorb, at great 
cost, the unlimited surpluses of a 
highly productive agriculture. 

We must not wait until the 
guarantees expire to set the stage 
for permanent farm welfare. 

The farmer is entitled to a fair 
income, 

Ways can be found to utilize 
his .new skills and better prac- 
tices, to expand his markets at 
home and abroad, and to carry 
out the objectives of a balanced 
pattern of peacetime production 
without either undue sacrifice by 
farm people or undue expense to 
the Government. 


HEALTH AND GENERAL 
WELFARE, 

Of all our national resources, 
none is of more basic value than 
the health of our people. Over 
a year ago I presented to the 
Congress my views on a national 
health program. The Congress 
acted on several of the recom- 
mendations in this program — 
mental health, the health of moth- 
ers and children, and hospital con- 
struction. I urge this Congress 
to cémplete the work begun last 
year and to enact the most im- 
portant recommendation of the 
program—to provide adequate 
medical care to all who need it, 
not as charity but on the basis 
of payments made by the bene- 
ficiaries of the program. 

One administrative change would 
help greatly to further our na- 
tional program in the fields of 
health, education and welfare. I 
again recommend the establish- 
ment of a well-integrated Depart- 
ment of Welfare. 

VETERANS. 

Fourteen million World War II 
service men have returned to 
civilian life. The great majority 
have found their places as citi- 
zens of their communities and 
their nation. It is a tribute to 
the fiber of our service men and 
to the flexibility of our economy 
that these adjustments have been 
made so rapidly and so success- 
fully. 

More than 2,000,000 of these vet- 
erans are attending schools or 
acquiring job skills through the 
financial assistance of the Fed- 
eral Government. Thousands of 
sick and wounded veterans are 
daily receiving the best of med- 
ical and hospital care. Half a 
million have obtained loans, with 
Government guarantees, to pur- 
chase homes or farms or to em- 
bark upon new businesses. Com- 
pensation is being paid in almost 
2,000,000 cases for disabilities or 
death. More than 3,000,000 are 
continuing*to maintain their low- 
cost national service life insur- 
ance policies. Almost 7,000,000 
veterans have been aided by un- 
employment and self-employment 
allowances. 

Exclusive of mustering-out 
payments and terminal leave 

pay, the program for veterans 
of all wars is costing over seven 
billion dollars a year—one-fifth 
of our total federal budget. This 
is the most far-reaching and 
complete veterans’ program ever 
conceived by any nation. 

Except for minor adjustments, 
I believe that our program of 

benefits for veterans is now 
complete. 

In the long run, the success of 
the program will not be measured 
by the number of veterans obtain- 
ing financial aid or by the num- 
ber.of dollars we spend. History 
will judge us not by the money we 
spend, but by the further contribu- 
tion we enable our veterans to 
make to their country. In con- 
sidering any additional legislation, 
that must be our criterion, 

CIVIL RIGHTS. 

We have recently witnessed 
in this country numerous at- 
tacks upon the constitutional 
right of individual citizens as a 
result of racial and religious big- 
otry. Substantial segments of 
our people have been prevented 
from exercising fully their right 
to participate in the election of 
public officials, both locally and 
nationally. Freedom to engage 
in lawful callings has been 
dented. 

The will to fight these crimes 
should be in the hearts of every 
one of us. 

For the Federal Government 
that fight is now being carried on 
by the Department of Justice to 
the full extent of the powers that 
have been conferred upon it. 
While the Constitution withholds 
from the Federal Government the 
major task of preserving the peace 
in the several states, I am not 
convinced that present legislation 
reaches the limit of federal pow- 
er to protect the civil rights of its 
citizens. 

I have, therefore, by executive 
order, established the President’s 
Committee on Civil Rights to 
study and report on the whole 
problem of federally-secured civil 
rights, with a view to making 
recommendations to the Congress. 

NATURAL RESOURCES. 

In our responsibility to pro- 
mote the general welfare of the 
people, we have always to con- 
sider the natural resources of 
our country. They are the foun- 
dation of our life. In the devel- 
opment of the great river sys- 
tems of America there is the 
major opportunity of our gen- 
eration to contribute to the in- 
crease of the national wealth. 
This program is already well 
along; it should be pushed with 
full vigor. 

I must advise the Congress that 
we are rapidly becoming a “have 
not” nation as to many of our 
minerals, The economic progress 
and the security of our country 
depend upon an expanding return 
of mineral discovery and upon im- 
proved methods of recovery. The 
Federal Government must do its 
part to meet this need. 

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

Progress in reaching our do- 

mestic goals is closely related to 


our conduct of foreign affairs. 


fulfill our international obligations. 


All that I have said about main- 
taining a sound and prosperous 
economy and improving the wel- 
fare of our people has greater 
meaning because of the world 
leadership of the United States. 
What we do, or fail to do, at 
home affects not only ourselves 
but millions throughout the 
world. Uf we are to fulfill our 


responsibilities to ourselves and 
to other peoples, we must make 
sure that the United States Is 
sound economically, socially and | 


politically. Only then will we be | 


able to help bring about the ele- 
ments of peace in other coun- 
tries — political stability, eco- 
nomic advancement, and social 


progress. 

Peace treaties for Italy, Bul- 
garia, Romania, and Hungary have 
finally been prepared. Following 
the signing of these treaties next 
month in Paris, they will be sub- 
mitted to the Senate for ratifica- 
tion. This Government does not 
regard the treaties as completely 
satisfactory. Whatever their de- 
fects, however, I am convinced 
that they are as good as we can 


hope to obtain by agreement 
among the principal wartime al- 
lies, Further dispute and delay 
would gravely jeopardize political 
stability in the countries concerned 
for many years. 

During the long months of de- 
bate on these treaties, we have 
made it clear to all nations that 
the United States will not consent 


to settlements at the expense of 


principles we regard as vital to a 
just and enduring peace. We have 


made it equally clear that we will 


not retreat to isolationism. Our 


policies will be the same during 
in 
Moscow on the German and Aus- 
trian treaties, and during future 


the forthcoming negotiations 


conferences the Japanese 
treaty, 

The delay in arriving at the 
first settlements is due 
partly to the difficulty of reach- 
ing agreement with the Soviet 
Union on the terms of settle- 
ment. Whatever differences 
there may have been between 
us and the Soviet Union, how- 
ever, should not be allowed to 
obscure the fact that the basi 
interests of both nations lie i 
the early making of a peace 
under which the peoples of all 
countries may return, as free 
men and women, to the essential 
tasks of production and recon- 
struction, The major concern 
of each of us should be the pro- 
motion of collective security, not 
the advancement of individual 
security. 

Our policy toward the Soviet 
Union is guided by the same 
principle? which determine our 
policies toward all nations. We 
seek only to uphold the prin- 
ciples of international justice 
which have been embodied in 
the charter of the United Na- 
tions,

Half of the Army will 
be used for occupation ditties 
abroad and most of the remainder 
will be employed at home in the 
support of these overseas forces. 

The Navy is supporting the oc- 
cupation troops in Europe and in 
the Far East. Its fundamental 
mission — to support our national 
interests wherever required — is 
unchanged. The Navy, including 
the Marine Corps, will average 
571,000 officers and men during 
the fiscal year 1948. 

We are encountering serious 
difficulties in maintaining our 
forces at even these reduced 
levels, Occupation troops are 
barely sufficient to carry out the 
duties which our foreign policy 
requires. Our forces at home 
are at a point where further 
reduction is impracticable.

From Ocean Surf. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 6 (AP)—Lost 
in a blinding snowstorm and with 
gasoline sufficient for only five 
minutes’ flying time left in its 
tanks, an American Airlines DC-3 
plane made a crash landing at 
Jones Beach last night only a few 
feet from the Atlantic Ocean. 

The pilot and co-pilot were the 
only two of the 16 persons aboard 
the plane who were injured. The 
pilot, Capt. J. E. Booth of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., suffered shock and 4 
lip laceration. The co-pilot, 
Thomas E. Hatcher, also of Nash- 
ville, was treated for a skull in- 
jury, lacerations and contusions. 

The landing took place a few 
hours after the plane left LaGuar- 
dia Field for Los Angeles. Forced 
back by the sudden storm after he 
was unable to land at Washington, 
DC., Booth managed to get the 
plane down at Jones Beach, a 
bathing resore about 30 miles from 
Manhattan. 

Booth said that with only five 
minutes’ gas left, he circled as low 
as he could and dropped flares. 
Finally got a glimpse of the beach. 

The pilot said that if he had 
missed “that one glimpse of surf, 
we would have been a missing 
piane—missing for good.” 

The ship landed on a narrow 
atrip of sand with one wing tip 
only 10 feet from the billowing 
surf.

LONDON, Jan. 6 (AP)—A par- 
liamentary committee recommend- 
ed yesterday “an entirely new 
policy” toward Greece. It urged 
withdrawal of British troops, sup- 
port of an all-party government 
with new elections and guarantee 
of Greece’s present frontiers , 

The recommendations were 


made to the British Cabinet by 
four Labor party members of Par- 
Hament, two Conservatives and 
one Liberal, who visited Greece 
for two weeks last August. The 
report was submitted also to King 
George of the Hellenes and the 
present Greek Government. 

Withdrawal of the British oc- 
cupation forces “at an early date” 
was recommended “subject to con- 
siderations of strategy and high 
policy.“ 

Envisioning an increased role 
for Britain in Greek affairs, the 
report said that “the guaranteeing 
by Britain of the present frontiers 
of Greece would gratify the Greek 
People and remove many of their 
anxieties.” 0 

Might Exclude Communists. 

The delegation recommended 
that Britain support formation or 
an all-party government, possibly 
excluding the extreme left, with 
new elections on “an up-to-date 
register” to follow. One of the de- 
mands of leftists oppoging the 
present Greek government headed 
by Premier Constantin Tsaldaris 
has been for new elections with- 
out supervision by any outside 
power. | — 

“It is advisable to ask the Greek 
Government to accept the appoint- 
ment of a British financial ad- 
visor with the duty of recommend- 
ing a drastic rezorm of the pres- 
ent system of taxation,” the re- 
port said. 

Commenting on current warfare 
between Government forces and 
Leftist bands, the delegation ob- 
served:

Some Proposals Diluted. 

Some past presidential proposals 
were presented again in diluted 
form which might be attributed 
to changed conditions. 

To the last Congress, for in- 
stance, Truman made strong bids 
for continuing the draft, for uni- 
versal training and for an Army- 
Navy merger. This time, he left 
the draft hanging until the War 
Department decides whether it is 
needed. He gave a brief plug to 
universal training but suggested 
he and. Congress wait and see 
what an advisory commission re- 
ports, He spoke out for a merger 
in the interest of economy and 
said Congress would hear from 
him later on that. 

On labor-management problems 
and strikes, Truman took a new 
slant.

ANUTSON TO SEEK 
IMMEDIATE CUT 
IN EAGISE TAXES 


Points to Losses Caused 
by Delay in Buying in 
Expectation of Lower 
Prices July 1. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6 (AP)— 
Ch: irman Knutson (Rep.), Minne- 
sota, of the tax-initiating House 
Ways and Means Committee, yes- 
terday joined the drive to cut war- 
time excise taxes immediately on 
furs, jewelry and luggage. 

Because consumers are delaying 
purchases until the July 1 auto- 
matic tax redtictions in expecta- 
tion of lower prices then, Knut- 
son said, a resolution making the 
excise slash effective quickly may 
be put ahead of the bill for a 20 
per cent individual income cut. 

He did not mention liquor as one 
of the items for quick tax reduc- 
tion. The spirits excise is to drop 
from $9 to $6 a proof gallon on 
July 1. 

Knutson will lunch Thursday 
with Treasury Secretary Snyder. 
Knutson said that, along with his 
proposal for a 20 per cent cut in 
individual taxes, he will discuss 
with Sayder the advisability of a 
speedy congressional resolution 
cutting back specific excise levies. 

“The delay in reducing some 
wartime excises is causing a con- 
dition of stispenced animation in 
some businesses, as consumers 
wait for the July 1 tax cuts,” Knut- 
son said. “This condition might 
result in actual loss of revenue.” 

The excise problem will be pre- 
sented to the Ways and Means 
Committee at its first meeting. 

The problem of. a possible de- 
pression in some businesses arose 
when President Truman, on Dec. 
31, proclaimed an end to hostili- 
ties. Congress wrote into the 1943 
Revenue Act that many wartime 
excise rates must revert to lower 
levels six months after the termi- 
nation of hostilities. 

Thus the cut-backs now are set 
for July 1, with an annual saving 
of $1,500,000,000 to consumers. 

In his message today President 
Truman recommended continu- 
ance of the excise taxes on liquor, 
furs, cosmetics and other luxury 
items throughout the next fiscal 
year. The President made no 
mention of income taxes in his 
message. : 

Representative O’Toole (Dem.), 
New York, after hearing Truman, 
introduced a bill to reduce many 
of the excise taxes at once to the 
July 1 rates.

The signal for the operation is 
expected to be British cabinet 
ratification of proposals formu- 
lated in conferences among Pales- 
tine’s high commissioner, Gen. Sir 
Alan Cunningham, Field Marshal 
Lord Montgomery, Prime Minister 
Attlee, Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin and Colonial Secretary Ar- 
thur Creech Jones, - 

The informants said the British 
government took the view that 
whatever settlement finally 
ereerged for Palestine, the reim- 
position of law and order was 
Britain’s first obligation. 

Asked whether the United 
States State Department would be 
informed if large scale operations 
were put into effect, a Foreign 
Office spokesman said: 

“There would be no advantage 
in informing the American au- 
thorities of whatever day-to-day 
measures we may be contemplat- 
ing for the Holy Land.” 

Possible Decisions. 


A final decision on Palestine’s 
political future also may come 
from Britain this week.

Karl Westphal, Indicted 
Justice Ministry Offi- 
cial, Hangs Seif in Cell 
at Nuernberg. 


NUERNBERG, Germany, Jan. ¢ 
(AP)—Karl Westphal, former offi- 
cial in the Nazi Ministry of Jus- 
tice, committed suicide by hang- 
ing yesterday in the Nuernberg 
jail. He was the fourth high rank- 
ing Nazi to commit suicide in the 


jail and the second from the Jus 
tice Ministry who ended his life 
rather than stand trial. 

Westphal was one of 16 former 
officials in the justice ministry 
indicted Saturday on war crimes 
charges. Otto Georg Thierack, 
Hitler’s former minister of jus 
tice, committed suicide several 
weeks ago in an internment camp. 

Herman Goering, sentenced to 
hang dy the International Mil- 
tary Tribunal, cheated the gallows 
by swallowing poison in the 
Nuernberg jail. The others who 
took their lives there were Dr. 
Leonardo Conti, head of the Nazi 
medical experimenters on helpless 
concentration camp inmates, and 
Robert Ley, the Nazi labor boss 

Last month Lt. Col. Frederich 
Karl Lechler, witness for forth- 
coming war crimes trials, tried te 
commit suicide by diving from a 
35-foot catwalk in the jail. He 
suffered a broken neck and skull 
fracture. 

The official announcment 
said Westphal, former ministerial 
counsel in the justice ministry, ap- 
parently tore a strip from a wook 
en scarf, tied one end around an 
iron bar and the other around his 
neck. He stood on a suitcase, 
kicked it over and choked ty 
death.

De Gasperi said American eco- 
nomic help can aid Italy “to 
struggle out of the present criti- 
cal period of emergency.” He 
also urged the United States to 
back his country in its drive “to 
become an active element in the 
world policy of pacification and 
collaboration.” 

“T hope my trip will help to 
strengthen the confidence of 
American public opinion in Italy’s 
resolve and capacity to recover,” 
he said, speaking in English. “I 
consider it highly significant that 
Italy’s first international contact 
of this kind since the war should 
be with the United States to 
whom we are bound by so many 
ties of history and civilization.” 

Dr. Donato Menichella, director 
of the Bank of Italy, who accom- 
panied De Gasperi, expressed hope 
that the American Government 
would renounce claim to Italian 
assets in the United States. Under 
the peace treaty with Italy, the 
United States is entitled to expro- 
priate them, Menichella said. 

He disclosed that Italy was will- 
ing to continue payments on loans 
received from the United States 
from 1925 to 1932 “which she has 
always honored up to the outbreak 
of war.” ‘These loans include the 
Morgan loan of $100,000,000 grant- 
ed the Italian Government in 
1925. Italy already has paid back 
$34,000,000, Menichella said. 

De Gasperi, 65 years old, is a 
lean man with deeply-lined face 
and gray hair. He became Premier 
after an eventful career during 
which he was jailed twice. 

The Austrians sent him to pris- 
on in his youth because he fought 
for the rights of Italians, then 
subjects of the old Austro-Hun- 
garian empire. Benito Mussolini's 
Blackshirts forced him out of his 
newspaper, deprived him of his 
seat in the legislature and arrest- 
ed him and sentenced him to four 
years imprisonment for anti- 
Fascist activities. Released, after 
serving 16 months of his sentence, 
he took a post in the Vatican li- 
brary. This connection with the 
Holy See gave him a measure of 
protection against the Fascists— 
and later against the Germans 
during his activity in the Italian 
underground. 

De Gasperi’s 23-year-old daugh- 
ter, Anna Romana, who accompa- 
nied him to the United States, said 
she had many requests from 
friends for “those famous fountain 
pens that write for two years—and 
nylon stockings.”

At approved by the board, the 
institute would be able to get 
started on the aviation’ study 
pretty fast“ Chute said. “We re- 
cently finished work as consult- 
ants in fhe drawing of a proposed 
charter. for University City, and 
have no other large-scale projects 
before us right now. 

“Although we would have to 
have the approval of our board 
before We could start, I think 
there is little doubt this would 
be given. We've handled a num- 
ber of other projects for the city 
in the past, and I'm quite sure we 
will make this study also if the 
Mayor asks us to do so.” 

Chute said the study, recom- 
mended by a special committee of 
the Municipal Airport Commission 
probably would be paid for with 
funds of the institute, It is a 
non-profit organization, supported 
by voluntary contributions of in- 
dividuals and busine concerns 
in St. Louis and the surrounding 
area. The board of directors, to 
which the request would be pre- 
sented for approval, consists of 
24 persons, the majority of whom 
operate businesses in the city and 
live in the city or St. Louis county. 

No Preconceived Ideas. 

The length of time that would 
be needed to complete the project 
would depend partly on the 
amount of detail that was re- 
quested,” chute said. ‘ 

“There is one certain thing. We 
would have an absolutely open 
mind on the subject. Our field is 
in governmental] research, and we 


do not claim to be aviation ex. 
perts, We wouldn’t start the study 
with a lot of predetermined ideas 
as to what the city. should have to 
handle its aviation problems pro- 
perly. ” 

As director of the Missouri 
State Legislature's Committee on 


Legislative Research, Chute made 
a preliminary study of aviation 
legislation in several states. This 
was in connection with a request 
to gather material that would be 
useful in drawing Jegislation for 
the regulation of aviation in Mis- 
sourl. Chute, who was on leave 
from the institute while serving 
as the committee's first director, 
returned to St, Loujs last June. 

A report of a sp&ial committee 
of the Municipal Airport Commis- 
sion recommended last Thursday 
that if the city desired to be in a 
position to deal properly with the 
increasingly involved problems of 
aviation a separate agency be set 
up. It suggested that the Govern- 
mental Research Institute be re- 
quested to make a study of the 
matter, including possible legal 
problems that might be encoun- 
tered, since it “enjoys the confi- 
dence of the citizens of St. Louis.” 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann said 
the request would be made as 
soon as it was determined 
whether he or the airport com- 
mission were the proper one to do 
t. * 


Five Others on Staff. 
Chute said the suggestion 
“came as something of a surprise, 
since we knew nothing about it 
until we read of it in the newspa- 
pers.” He said he made some pre- 
liminary checks in the aviation 
field last Saturday “just in case 
the institute was asked to make 
the study.” 

The institute, which has been in 
operation here for 25 years, has a 
staff of five in addition to Chute.

Vessels Trapped, but 
Frozen Mass Suddenly 
Shifts Course — No 
Trace Yet of Plane.

ABOARD U.S. S. MT. OLYMPUS 
WITH BYRD EXPEDITION, Jan. 
6 (UP)—A monster iceberg, as 
large as Yankee Stadium, threat- 
ened for several hours today to 


smash into two ships of the Byrd 
expedition but finally changed 
course and drifted harmlessly by. 

Beset on all sides by the three- 
foot Antarctic icepack, the two ves- 
sels—the cargo ships Yancey and 
Merrick—stood helplessly trapped 
while the iceberg crunched its way 
toward them, *The berg was less 
than a quarter mile from the Mer- 
rick before it shifted its course. 

An urgent radio appeal was sent 
out to the icebreaker Northwind, 
which was then towing the sub- 
marine Sennet back north out of 
the icepack, but the danger was 
over the time the Northwind | ‘° 
arrived. The Northwind had freed 
the Sennet, which had been frozen 
solid in the ice. 

Pian for Submarine Revised. 

R. Adm, Richard Cruzen, com- 
mander of the expedition, said he 
planned to leave the Sennet out- 
side the icepack while he took the 
other ships of the central group 
on to Little America. The Sennet 
will be escorted to the Little 
America base by itself after the 
other ships have been delivered 
there by the Northwind. 

Before the Northwind returned, 
three experienced Antarctic veter- 
ans, Dr.. Paul Siple, Capt. Vernon 
Boyd and Biologist Jack Perkins, 
left the Mount Olympus on skis 
for a mile and a half reconnais- 
sance trip across the icefields to 
the Yancey. 


(Fred Sparks, Chicago Daily 
News - Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent, in a dispatch today, said that 
on Jan. 1 the Northwind rammed 
an exceptionally large berg and 
skidded out of line as the ships 
plowed through the icepack. The 
Merrick, a few hundred yards be- 
hind, turned hard to port to avoid 

collision. The Yancey, next in 
line, twisted to dodge the Merrick. 
The Mt, Olympus and the sub- 
marine Sennet in that order, also 
turned aside. 

(It took two hours to get back 
in formation and proceed anew at 
a reduced speed of 4 miles per 
hour. The ships snaked along and 
then, to quote 19-year-old yeoman 
Harry Wisniewski, St. Louis, 
“They all got stuck in the ice like 
a cat with its tail caught in a 
screen door—but good!” Finally, 
the convoy started up again at 
less than 3 miles per hour.) 

Rescue Plane Forced Back. 

Meanwhile, the expedition’s east- 

ern group of ships 1500 miles away 
radioed that bad weather still was 
hampering efforts to search for 
the Mariner seaplane missing for | 
eight days in the Antarctic wastes. 
The plane carried nine men, in- 
cluding Capt. Henry Howard Cald- 
well, skipper of the seaplane ten- 
der Pine Island. 
One rescue plane started out for 
a long-range search yesterday but 
bad weather forced it back before 
it reached the point from which 
the missing aircraft made its last 
radio report. Among those aboard 
the search plane was Capt. George 
J. Dufek of Rockford, III., com- 
mander of the eastern task group. 
The missing plane took off from 
the sid of the Pine Island Dec. 
30. Its last report placed it near 
the Thurston peninsula between 
the Roosevelt and Bellinshausen 
Seas, ; 

While snow flurries plagued the 
eastern group, a long-range PBM 
patrol bomber of the western force 
completed another flight over 
Oates coast, between Victoria and 
Wilkes lands. It photographed 
previously unexplored sections and 
charted numerous glaciers. 

The discovery of new islands 
and glaciers was reported but the 
messages to the Mt. Olympus 
did not specify the size or exact 
position of the islands. This in- 
formation will await development 
of the photographs,

„Mr. Ruth was operated on at 
French Hospital at 11 a.m, One 
of the main arteries on the left 
side of his neck was ligated. 
Post operative condition satis- 
factory.” 

Ruth, who will be 52 next 

month, has been in the hospital 
since Nov. 26 for what hospital 
officials said was the treatment 
of a sinus condition, 
Util late yesterday it was be- 
lieved Ruth was progressing sat- 
isfactorily. Shortly before mid- 
night it was announced that he 
would undergo the critical opera- 
tion today. 

The operation, a very delicate 

one, was begun at 11 a. m. EST 
and was not completed until 1.10 
p. m. It was some time after 
that before Ruth regained con- 
sciousness, 
The surgeon who performed the 
operation, Dr. Hippolyte Wer- 
theim, would not discuss the na- 
ture of Ruth's ailment, but em- 
phasized that the former home 
run king of the majors probably 
would recover quickly and com- 
pletely. 

Hospital attendants said that 
Ruth would be an ambulatory 
patient within a day or so unless 
complications develop. That 
means he will be able to sit up 
and walk around. He probably 
will be able to leave French Hos- 
pital within two weeks. 

The nurses wha have attended 
the former New York Yankee 
slugger since he entered the hos- 
pital said that he was a “good 
patient.” 

“He is a very cheerful fellow 
despite the fact that he has been 
in a lot of pain,” one nurse said. 
„He didn’t want to talk any about 
baseball though.” 

Despite numerous trips to hos- 
pitals since he. severed his last 
baseball connection as a coach for 
the Brooklyn Dodgers in 1938, the 
spindly-legged athlete has been ac- 
tive in golf and bowling circles.

Baruch stepped down as this Government's atomic energy spokes- 
man at U.N. headquarters with the twofeld explanation to President 


Truman that: 


(1) Since the U.N.’s special Atomic Commission had 


adopted the United States plan for world-wide nuclear controls and 
(2) since the whole issue now moves into the Security Council as 
part of the disarmament task, Austih should take over. 


The weekend change touched off 
immediate speculation here about 
a possible softening of American 
tactics in negotiating with Russia 
on the whole atomic energy ques- 
tion. 

Austin has made a reputation at 
New York U.N. sessions as an 
advocate and practitioner of co- 
operation with his Soviet col- 
leagues, particularly Deputy For- 
eign Minister Andrei Gromyko. 

Baruch, on the contrary, often 
dealt bluntly with the Soviet and 
other commission members, stat- 
ing an American plan or proposal 
and declaring they could take it or 
leave it, 

In this vein, Baruch fought out 
against adamant Russian opposi- 
tion his insistence that the great 
powers in the Security Council 
should relinquish their’ rights to 
veto any punishment for infrac- 
tion of atomic controle. 

Battle by Gromyko. 

While Russia previously had ac- 
cepted the principle that the pro- 
posed Atomic Development 
Authority should operate on some 
majority basis, devoid of a veto, 
Gromyko battled stubbornly 
against any modification of the 
veto in the Security Council. 

Apparently for this reason as 
much as any other, the 12-member 
Atomic Commission last week was 
able to muster a vote of only 10 
to 0 for the American control 
plan because Russia and Poland 
abstained from wee 

This issue of a veto over pun< 


ishment thus remains to be 
settled, and there is some belief 
here that Austin’s methods in 
trying to settle it—while adhering 
to the same policies Baruch fol- 
lowed — will be quite different 
from the methods Baruch would 
have used. 

On another aspect of the atomic 
issue, some authorities are won- 
dering whether Baruch, in his 
letter of resignation to the Presi- 
dent, may have given an intima- 
tion of the deadline at which the 
‘United States may stop making 
atomic bombs. 

For the most part, the letter 
reviewed the acc ents of 
the Atomic Commission and the 
reasons why Austin should now 
take over, Then it said: 

“I see no reason why this coun- 
try should not continue the mak- 
ing of bombs, at least until the 
ratification of the treaty.” 

Would Set Up Treaty. 

Under the American plan, 
world atomic control would be 
established by a new international 
treaty which would lay down the 
conditions under which the United 
States would slowly yield up its 
atomic information. 

The wording of Baruch's letter 
indicated an idea on his part that 
while the United States could 
continue making bombs now, of- 
ficials should consider whether 
such manufacture ought to be 
stopped once ratiYication of the 
treaty made a control system 
certain,

Two factors are at work. One is 


Ja process of maturing and integra- 


tion in the nationalism of Indo- 
china. The other is a process of 
decay and disintegration in the 
form of colonial politics peculiar 
to the French in Indochina. 
French Racial Attitude. 

The French factor should be 
analyzed first. The French have 
a number of things to their credit. 
Granting the realities of colonial 
history, it was both realistic and 
progressive of the French to take 
the attitude, quite frankly, that 
various Asiatic and Negro peoples 
were subject races not because of 
their color and not because they 
were inherently inferior to any- 
body else, but simply because they 
had been conquered. 

Going on this principle, the 
French were able to offer equal- 
ity and full French citizenship to 
individuals among their subject 
peoples who qualified for it by 
meeting French standards of in- 
dividual prosperity and education. 

The tragedy of Indochina is 
that, among the French colonies, 
it benefited last and least from 
this French liberalism. The 
French colonial] structure in Indo- 
china was not only corrupt in it- 
self but a source of corruption in 
France. 

In the period between the two 
world wars, as the political press 
and a number of political fam- 
ilies grew more and more cor- 
rupt, until they eventually pro- 
duced the Vichy crowd, the plac- 


ing of younger sons, sons-in-law, 


nephews and cousins in snap jobs 
in Indochina became a scandal 
that nobody bothered to hide. 
When these men had made their 
pile—and they made it quickly— 
they came back to France and 
put some of their money back into 
crooked politics and the crooked 
press.

Japan's Labor 
Unrest Linked 
With Politics 


Gen. MacArthur 
Says Strikes Were 
Meant to Embar- 
rass Government. 


TOKYO, Jan. 6 (AP). 


APANESE labor’s “October of- 
J tensive supported by the 

Communists and denounced by 
Government officials, resulted in 
the most widespread strike ac- 
tivity in Japan since the sur- 
render, Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
reported today in his monthly 
summary of the occupation. 

Strikes in mines, newspapers, 
steel mills, public utilities, radio 
and electrical factories attracted 
“vociferous” support of the Com- 
munists, who admitted political 
motives, while conservative poli- 
ticians said it was “intended to 
embarrass the Yoshida govern- 
ment,” the October review stated. 
Premier Shigeru Yoshida himself 
declared that any labor attempt 
“to advance sinister political pur- 
poses,” was an abuse of the right 
to strike. 

Another Cabinet official asserted 
that political activity was out- 
side the scope of proper trade 
union functions, a view contra- 
dicted recently by the Far East- 
ern Commission in Washington, 
which outlines policy for the oc- 
cupation. 

More Food Available. 


MacArthur’s report noted that 
during October there was an abun- 
dant rice harvest, increased fish 
catches and good crops of potatoes 
and barley, but warned of possible 
food shortages by next summer. 
His record of distribution of im- 
ported food was the lowest since 
the food crisis became acute, and 
the report noted that release of 
such imports would be discon- 
tinued “until the next critical food 
period, June-October, 1947.” 

During the month the Japanese 
Diet finally adopted the new con- 
stitution, which occupation. auth- 
orities had a hand in preparing. 
MacArthur remarked that the Diet 
showed promise of becoming “a 
genuine agency of popular gov- 
ernment.”

That’s not only axiomatic but 
it proved itself in 1921 and again 
in 1938. In 1921, though total na- 
tional income dropped 24 per cent, 
construction dropped only 10 per 
cent. In 1938 natlonal income 
dropped 10 per cent, construction 
only one-half per cent. And again 
it looks as if construction—swept 
along on a major: tide—will do 
better than business as a whole, 
will help to sustain business as 
a whole. 

Construction is an industry 
of small contractors, who pull 
together thelr own work forces 
— couple of carpenters and 
masons, some common laborers, 
and perhaps some mechanics. 
Next to agriculture, it’s the sin- 
gle largest United States indus- 
try. At the peak, in the ‘twen- 
ties, more than 3,000,000 persons 
were employed putting up 
homes, building skyscrapers, 
laying roads, etc., etc. During 
the war, employment declined 
to about 750,000 in 1944. But 
since V-J day it has come back. 
More than 2,000,000 workmen 
were on the job in September. 
So the construction industry is 
now reorganized—after its war- 
time dismantlement, 

The influence of construction 
reaches into the factory, the mine, 
and the forest. The construction 
industry takes all of the output 
of the brick, cement, and gravel 
industries; 93 per cent of gypsum, 
88 per cent of asphalt, 84 per cent 
of sand. 75 per cent of window 
glass, 70 per cent of lumber, 13 
per cent of steel, and eight per 
cent of copper. Thus it ramifies 
throughout the nation’s economic 
life. 


Peak Postponed. 


The industry’s impact is slow 
and steady. Construction is no 
up-and-down flash. Its cycle runs 
from 17 to 19 years in contrast to 
the lesser-length general business 
cycle, That's because construction 
responds to such basic economic 
and social influence as population 


in industry, wear and tear, fire 
losses, and obsolescence. After 
World War I, total construction 
reached its peak in 1927 (home- 
building in 1925). Thus, according 
to schedule, the next peak should 
have occurred in 1945 or last year. 
But the war intruded.

Only war-emergency housing got 
a priority. To be sure, new indus- 
trial plants were built, but only a 
small proportion of these consti- 
tute usable plants in a peacetime 
economy. And wear and fear was 
generally neglected, Today's fac- 
tories, warehouses, office build- 
ings, and stores need extensive re- 
pair, rehabilitation, or replace- 
ment. 

The war not only checked 
building, but also it intensified 
the demand for homes in three 
ways, First, it shifted popula- 
tion from rural to urban areas: 
second, it speeded up family 
formation — the marriage and 
birth rates; third, it raised fam- 
ily income and thus caused 
many families living with rela- 
tives for the sake of economy te 
shift for themselves. (Yet 
“doubling-up” is probably as 
great as ever—with the return 
of soldiers to an under-built 
land.) 
The net result is a great de- 
mand for industrial and dwelling 
space. 

You Can’t Always Stop. 

Inevitably, as prices drop, as 
production falls off, and as un- 
employment rises, home builders 
will reconsider plans and indus- 
trialists* will tuck blueprints in 
the drawer. No one wants to 
“build into” a recession or depres- 
sion—not if prices are apt to be 
lower, not if he thinks he can 
build cheaper later. But unlike 
the purchase of a new suit or a 
vacuum cleaner, construction deci- 
sions can't be made overnight. 
You don’t stop building once 
started. Indeed, projects already 
started are certain to sustain con- 
struction activity for months to 
come. 

The point is that construction is 
a powerful economic influence all 
by itself. When it moves with the 
business cycle, it aggravates the 
boom (as in the '20s) or the de- 
pression (as in the 306). When 
it moves against the business 
cycle, it moderates the upswing 
or the downswing. And there’s the 
important point right now. It is 
a cushion against a major decline

On the other side, the thing to 
mark is the steadiness and lack of 
hysteria of the Viet Nam, or An- 
namese, nationalist movement.

That line is working and paying 
off, It is rapidly enlisting and or-, 
ganizing not only coolies and 
peasants but the best educated 
and trained men, the best minds 
in Indochina, 

The warning is clear, not only to 
the statesmen of France but to 
the statesmen of all western de- 
mocracies.

He Speaks for America 

The United States should weigh well the clear- 
headed counsel contained in the resignation of 
Bernard Baruch and his American associates on 
the United Nations Atomic Energy Commission. 
Possession of the secret of the atomic bomb 
makes America overwhelmingly powerful in a 
world yet unsecure, and the advantage should 
not be sacrificed or weakened except in return 
for an airtight system of control. 

The issue is simple. 
atomic control in the Security Council of the 
United Nations, and Mr. Baruch agrees to this 
provided that no nation shall have the right to 


veto measures invoked to punish a violator of 


the control measures. 

All members of the Security Council except 
Russia and her satellite, Poland, have agreed, but 
these insist that the right of veto authorized gen- 
erally by the U.N. Charter shall not be by-passed 
in the case of atomic control. On this point, Mr. 
Baruch said in the AEC’s December report: 

There shall be no legal right by veto or 
otherwise, whereby a willful violator of the 
terms of the treaty or convention shall be 
protected from the consequence of violation 
of its terms. 

To this clearcut statement, he added yester- 
day, “While unanimous action is important, it 
must not be gained at the expense of principle. 
To do that would be to lull the world into a 
false sense of security.“ 

There can be no true discipline with respect to 
atomic energy control or anything else when a 
transgressor has the right by simply saying No“ 
to block steps toward correction or punishment. 
A strong and reliable system of atomic control, 
as Mr. Baruch suggests, would have its greatest 
value in setting a precedent for the qualification 
of national sovereignty in behalf of a system of 
international security. Obviously, this advan- 


tage is not achieved with the veto power left 


intact. 

Mr. Baruch says: “We believe that this begin- 
ning, translated into action, may begin a broad 
program to govern weapons of mass destruction. 
In fact, it could even include other armaments. 
Were such a system employed effectively, it 
might lead us into a warless age.” 

But he is speaking not of a sham system of 
atomic control, but of one that is valid and po- 
tent, with no nonsense about vetoes. If Russia 
is so insensitive to the unselfish sacrifice the 
United States would make in sharing the secret 
of the atomic bomb, and if it so distrusts the 
good faith of other powers in the United Nations, 
there is no true basis for armament control any- 


Way. 


In the naval limitations treaties of the 208, the 
United States learned by bitter experience all it 
wants to know about disarmament that does not 
disarm. This time it wants the genuine article 
or nothing. Bernard Baruch’s hardheaded coun- 
sel should prevail over the fuzzy thinking of 
those who would give away atomic advantage 
without value received. Mr. Baruch speaks for 
the nation.

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Precedents in the Bilbo Contest 


Senator-elect Bilbo, who is physically as well 
as politically sick, goes South for a second opera- 
tion which had been delayed pending the open- 
ing of Congress, He does not take his seat but 
is permitted to retain his quarters and staff in 
the Senate office building. The question of how 
the Senate will proceed is left open until he 
presents himself again, at which time he may ap- 
pear on the Senate floor and speak in his own 
behalf before a Senate committee. 

Such is the solution which the new Senate, un- 
der the leadership of Senator Taft, worked out

in the case of the Mississippi bigot, who now 


stands accused of misuse of his office for per- 
sonal gain. It is on the whole a wise compro- 
mise since it enables Congress to get on with 
its urgent business, which includes receiving the 
President today. It does not yield to Bilbo and 
yet it takes into account his serious malady. The 
Republican leadership has met its first test well 
and it has done it in the face of a filibuster threat 
by several of Bilbo's Southern colleagues. 

In allowing Bilbo the privilege of appearing on 
the floor later on and in speaking in his own be- 
half, the Senate accords him ‘the same privileges 
which it granted to Frank L. Smith of Illinois 
and William S. Vare, Republicans, who were 
elected in 1926 after “golden” primaries but nev- 
er seated. 

William Lorimer, Illinois Republican boss, 
whose election by the Legislature in 1909 was 
obtained through bribery, was a clear case of 
ouster by the Senate. After he took his seat, 
several Illinois legislators admitted they took 
money to vote for Lorimer. This touched off a 
national battle to remove the besmirched Sena- 
tor. Senator Beveridge, in a dramatic appeal 
for ouster in 1911, said the issue was the fu- 
ture of “the American experiment in liberty.” 

In two historic cases since the century’s turn, 
Senators resigned under fire. Democratic Wil- 
liam A. Clark of Montana, elected in 1899, an- 
swered bribery charges by announcing his “resig- 
nation,” returning to Montana and obtaining a 
second election, whereupon he served out his 
term. Truman H. Newberry, Michigan, Repub- 
lican, who defeated Henry Ford in 1918 after a 
slush fund primary, resigned in 1922 a few days 
after the defeat at the polls of seven Senators 


It is proposed. to lodge 


who had supported him. Since the original vote 
to seat him was 46-41, he faced almost certain 
removal. 

The Bilbo case is in the category of those 
which have been summarized above. But it is 
to be noted that the future of “the American ex- 
periment in liberty”—to use Beveridge’s moving 
phrase—is at stake in the Bilbo case as it was 
not at issue even in the Lorimer case. 

For Bilbo seeks his seat in “the greatest de-

The Caponesters Have Come 

That ambitious Capone mob is here. They 
have been trying to push their chain-store enter- 
prise in race horse gambling across the nation, 
and now they have.moved into Fairmont City, 
just north of East St. Louis, and set up a cut- 
rate racing news shop.

What spells trouble for St. Louis is not just 
the presence of the Caponesters, but the well- 
intrenched opposition to them. This is a dif- 


ferent situation from Kansas City. The Chicago . 


gang had it éasy there. Using pistols for sales- 
manship, they convinced City race news 
operators that they should “sell out.” So all is 
peace and monopoly with this racket in the other 


large Missouri city. 


But in the St. Louis area, “Gully” Owen and 
“Bev” Brown have refused to let the Chicago 
gang in on their Pioneer News Service, which 
helps the local handbooks. The Caponesters just 
weren't wanted—on this side of the river be- 
cause of the law, across the river regardless of 
it. l 
Now the venturesome Capone crew is trying 
an encircling movement in the suburbs, and has 
put a racing news wire in at 3912 Cookson road, 
Fairmont City. They have lined up two custo- 
mers—Club 88 and the Derby Tavern. Next, these 
strong-arm merchants probably will try under- 
cutting, maybe offering handbooks a $100 weekly 
service for just $30. It’s a big bargain, while it 
lasts. It lasts until competition is wiped out. 
Then the Capone mob cuts in on the bookies’ 
profits. j 

Of course the local rackets syndicate won't 
like it. Naturally their gangster supporters and 
political protectionists will disapprove. Will they 
sit still and take the competition? Or will the 
Capone énterprise here prove to be an initial in- 
vestment in bloodshed?

Mayor Kaufmann’s appointment of a Citizens’ 
Tax Commission “to make a sweeping investiga- 
tion of the whole financial problem which be- 
sets St. Louis” is a beginning of fiscal states- 
manship in time of crisis. As the Mayor said, 
the city’s tax pattern has grown haphazardly, 
There has been one revenue expedient after an- 
other, culminating in an inequitable—and per- 
haps unconstitutional and certainly insufficient 
—earnings tax. But revenue falls further be- 
hind costs. Crisis is not too strong a word for 
the outcome. 

In a time of crisis, especially, it would be vir- 
tually impossible for city officials, surrounded 
by the trees of daily administration, to stand 
back and see the forest, the whole problem. A 
competent non-official commission can at least 
hope to do precisely that, and to come out with 
a workable, coherent and equitable tax-and- 
budget pattern. 

There is a further statesmanship in the deci- 
sion to appoint commission members whose in- 


come interest is in St. Louis, whether or not 


they sleep in St. Louis. The central city’s finan- 
cial health is a vital community-wide concern, 
and in many more ways than the fact that the 
city is now reaching throughout the community 
for income taxés. Thus it comes about that Rob- 
ert E. Blake, who lives in Webster Groves, is 
to head the inquiry. Mr. Blake, as Missourians 
know, showed exceptional good sense and execu- 
tive ability in leading the extremely difficult 
labors of the recent State Constitutional Con- 
vention.

Today, according to statistics of the Unit- 
ed States Public Health Service, Chicago 
is a city of the middle-aged. It has fewer 
inhabitants under 20 than the nation as a 
whole, fewer under 30; more between the 
ages Of 35 and 54. 


Sedate, sedentary, complacent, 
City of the big waistline. 
That is Chicago today. 


In part, Chicago’s declining vigor is a 
reflection of national trends and is char- 
acteristic of all cities. But, in part, it is 
a heritage of local misgovernment. 


The proportion of middle-aged and elder- 
ly people is increasing throughout the na- 
tion, due to advancement of medical science, 
The population of all big cities becomes old- 
= year by year due to the following fac- 

ors: 


For Chicago the characteristic pattern 
has been aggravated by high rents, and 
high taxes, dirty streets and alleys, and by 
a public school system that annually drives 
thousands from the city to the suburbs, 
Many would prefer to live in the city but 
sacrifice their own interests in order to 
give their children the benefit of subur- 
ban schools. 


What this all means to Chicago was shown 
by the search for reasonably young men of 
ability and integrity to stand as candidates 
for political office. 


Doldrums of Complacency ? 


Republicans, Democrats and independ- 
ents alike find the field so restricted that 
they are hard put to locate men of the re- 
quired stature. Candidate after candidate 
is ruled out because he lives in a suburb. 


This is the real blight that grips Chicago. 
Blight is not the dilapidated buildings that 
surround the Loop. It is not the loss of 
taxable property that these buildings rep- 
resent. It is the loss of the good citizens

to live. 

Chicago must reverse the trend. It will 
be a long job, and it must be attacked 
from many fronts, But the basic attack is 
better government—better municipal house- 
keeping.

It must attract young peo- 
ple—as once it did—from the entire Mid- 
west, 

If Chicago does not, Chicago will sink 
further and further into the doldrums of 
dull complacency, middle-aged unrespecta- 
bility, and waning vigor.

Schumann as a Critic

ON MUSIC AND MU ! human 
Edited by Konrad Weill, tresidion tarpon — 
told. (Pantheon Books, inc.. New York.) 

Had Robert Schumann never written a 
note, he would have gained fame undouht- 
edly as a great author and music critic, 
For the poetic imagination, the superb di- 
rectness,“and deep ethical feeling of his 
writing ranks with the best of nineteenth 
century romantic literature. Indeed, it is 
comparable only to Schumann's great music. 

This expertly edited volume of the Ger- 
man composer's papers contains many ar- 
ticles and letters which have been trans- 
lated into the English language for the first 
time. Schumann's literary work, most of 
which he wrote while in Vienna and Leip- 
zig, presents veritable history of ninct N 
century music. 


* * * 


The composer appraises the work of his 
contemporaries objectively. He eliminates 
his Own person from the critique and eval- 
uates his music with surprising clarity. Schu- 
mann's observations have moral strength 
and integrity. Moreover, his fine feeling 
and understanding of expression throw a 
new and effective light on the “romantic 
period.” 4 

Bach and Beethoven rank foremost in 
Schumann's admiration of true genius, but 
his critiques and appreciation of Haydn, 
Mozart, Schubert, Chopin, Liszt, Berlioz and 
Mendelssohn are not less keen. 

The davidites (Davisbuendler) play an 
important role in helping the composer to 
focus his perspective. He aims to do jus- 
tice to every viewpoint, tries critically but 
objectively to gain an understanding, even 
of the less recognized musicians he dis- 
cusses, of what the artist attempted to cre- 
ate. It is through this group of young 
artists, some of whom are imaginary, that 
he examines every angle, every direction 
of musical thought. 

+ * . 


Perhaps his most interesting comments 
are on Richard Wagner’s work. He finds 
Wagner's art poor and frequently amateur- 
ish, empty and even distasteful. Then again, 
he views Chopin's manuscripts and compo- 
sition like a modern graphologist, and com- 
pares his notes to the eyes of peacocks 
and maidens. His “house-rules” for young 
musicians should be read by every amateur 
and professional music lover. The genius of 
Robert Schumann and dominant sense of 
ethics which he possessed are mirrored in 
his own words: the laws of morality are 
also those of art and there is no greater 
truth for an artist or any human being. 

And Schumann left us another fine 
thought: from a pound of iron, which costs 
only a few pennies, thousands of watch- 
springs worth many times more can be 
made. Faithfully use the pound entrusted

Here are a few sign posts that 
may help him. 

1. The atomic bomb was in- 
vented by a group of American, 
British, Canadian and other scien- 
tists and successfully manufac- 
tured by Americans. As long as 
it remains an American monopoly, 
it makes the United States over- 
whelmingly powgrful. 

2. Many expe think it is an 
absolutely decisive weapon. Mar- 
shal Stalin has denied this fact. 


“Electron-T ight.” ' 

3. Impressed by the potential 
horror of atomic warfare, the 
American Government offered to 
relinquish its (temporary) mo- 
nopoly of atomic weapons, pro- 
vided all other nations could be 
induced to do the same under 
an electron-tight system of super- 
vision and contro]. So long as the 
United States retains a monopoly 
on the know-how of manufacture, 
our country can decide as to 
whether proposed safeguards are 
adequate to prevent cheating. 

4. Most American scientists be- 
lieve (a) that atomic war is too 
destructive to be successfully won 
and (b) that the American head- 
start in bomb manufacture is no 
permanent advantage. Other com- 
petent persons, among them mem- 
bers of the armed forces, certain 
students of war and intelligent 
politicians like Sir John Ander- 
son who was in charge of the 
atomic research for the British 
Cabinet, dissent. 


Headstart for the U. S. 


The American headstart in 
bomb manufacture is an advan- 
tage that can never be cut down. 

This point is vital. If the scien- 
tists are right, in renouncing the 
bomb Americans are making no 
long-term sacrifice. If the others 
are correct, then in renouncing 
the bomb the United States would 
be yielding a possibly decisive mil- 
itary advantage. 

In accepting a UN Assembly 
resolution setting up an Atomic 
Energy Commission on Jan. 24, 
1946, and working for the com- 
plete abolition of atomic weapons, 
the United States Administration 
accepted the scientists’ thesis. 


5. The American delegation to 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
under Bernard M. Baruch steadily 
insisted that adequate safe- 
guards” should include the provi- 
sion that “inspection and control,” 
once established, should function 
under an autonomous atomic 
agency and that coercitive meas- 
ures against an atomic  pact- 
breaker should be free of the veto 
power vested in UN Security 
Council, Except under Article 51 
of the UN charter, the Security 
Council veto applies to all coerci- 
tive sanctions by the members of 
the United Nations. Otherwise, 
they cannot legally undertake any 
armed action of afiy sort. 


“An Impotent System.“ 


The Soviet delegation, on June 
19, 1946, has urged placing atomic 
control under the Security Council 
with no relinquishment of the veto 
power. It also proposed that in- 
spection and control within each 
country be exercised by the police 


The American delegation imme- 
diately repudiated any such “im- 
potent system.” 

6. In the course of the disarma- 
ment debates at the UN Assembly 
last November and December, the 
Soviet Government accepted an 
international commission “for the 
control of the execution of the 
decision regarding the prohibition 
of the use of atomic energy for 
military purposes.” 

In its final resolution on dis- 
armament (Dec, 18), the UN As 
sembly recommended the “early 
establishment ... by a convention 
or conventions” of an “interna- 
tional system“ “to provide 
practical and effective safeguards 
in connection with the control of 
atomic energy.” 

7. The UN Atomic Commission 
voted (Dec. 30) by 10 votes to 
none, the Soviets and Poland ab- 
staining, to recommend an “Amer- 
ican-type control” with enforce- 
ment free of veto after Mr. Ba- 
ruch had stated that without com- 
nlete abolition of the veto, the 
United States would not support 
the United Nations. 

A Compromise View. 

Soviet representative Gromvko 
denounced this recommendation 
as “inconsistent with the prin- 
ciples of the UN organization,” as 
constituting a proposal “for revi- 
sion of the charter” and as a con- 
tradiction of the “decision of the 
General Assembly.” 

He reverted to the original 
Soviet idea of supervision and con- 
trol by the police forces of each 
nation. Hearing this, *Britain. 
Frhnce and Canada, which had 
vreviouslv considered the Baruch 
“all-or-nothing” provosal as either 
excessive or premature, voted for 
the Baruch proposal. This was 
sent as a recommendation to the 
Security Council, any permanent 
member of which can, by using its 
veto, prevent adoption, 

8. Certain Americans support the 
Soviet viewpoint. Some of them 
feel that the veto issue is irrele- 
vant. In case of anything so im- 
portant as deliberate violation of 
an atomic agreement, armed inter- 
vention by other nations would, 
they are sure, automatically fol- 
low. Why insist on something that 
the Soviets won't accept? 


Formula for Inaction. 


9. Chamvions of the Baruch 
proposal feel that without elim- 
ination of the veto provision, no 
system of “inspection and control” 
will be worth five neutrons. 

An aggressor nation could—they 
fear—make its atomic violation so 
gradual and confusing as to de- 
ceive the guillible — particularly 
peoples whose dislike of action 
made them eager for any pretext 
for doing nothing. 

They are convinced that sov- 
ereign nations remaining free to 
take or not to take military action 
against a powerful aggressor 
might do nothing. The same na- 
tions would hardly flinch from 
coercive action undertaken legally 
and collectively on the basis of a 
clear agreement. 

Since the Baruch plan is the 
only scheme offering such agree- 
ment free from veto, they believe 
it is a necessary first step even if 
its udoption means the modifica-

HE War Department will soon send to Congress a request for 
$300,000,000 to cover a deficit in the cost of occupying Germany, 


Austria, Japan and Korea during the past year. This sizable 
deficiency is a measure of the responsibility we confront in former 


enemy countries. 

At the same time it is likely to 
provide a measure of the inten- 
tions of the new Republican ma- 
jorities on this most critical ques- 


tion. Here is a duty we cannot 
shirk if we are to meet the ob- 
ligations that are ours. 


A Mischievous Report. 


The temptation will be, of 
course, to exploit the troubles of 
American occupation commanders 
for political purposes. Those 
troubles are very real. Our oc- 
cupation forces have been scaled 
down and scaled down and scaled 
down again, until reliance must 
be placed on green, scarcely 
trained troops 18 and 19 years old. 
One result is indiscipline and vi- 
olence, since even for a seasoned 
army the role of occupation is a 
difficult one. 

The Senates Defense Investi- 
gating Committee has as a piece 
of untinished business an investi- 
gation into our occupation of 
Germany, On the basis of a tour 
of our zone, the committee's in- 
vestigator, George Meader, wrote 
a sensational report which the 
Republican minority gave out in 
spite of a majority vote to with- 
hold it. The mischievous Meader 
report showed the sensational 
headlines on sex and crime that 
could come out of a brief look 
into the conduct of our forces in 
what was once Hitler’s Reich. 


Brewster at the Helm. 


The new Republican chairman 
of the Defense Investigating Com- 
mittee will be Senator Owen 
Brewster of Maine, who is hell 
bent for bigger and better investi- 
gations. Just now he is saying 
little about the possibility of an 
inquiry in Germany, pending a 
final decision by the Republican 
majority on the future of the 
committee, which the G.O.P. 
steering group in the Senate has 
approved for continuance in 1947. 
But Brewster certainly has not 
abandoned the idea. 

Such an inquiry would be going 
far afield. from the original ob- 
jective of the committee started 
by President Truman when he was 
a member of the Senate. When 


originally proposed, Senators Van- 
denberg and Connally and Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes all strongly 
advised against it. They were 
acutely aware of how the sensa- 
tional headlines—and the inevi- 
table public reaction—would jeop- 
rardize the status of negotiations 
over Germany. 


Burden for Russia. 


Lieytenant General Lucius Clay 
and the men working with him in 
Germany are struggling to bring 
the British and United States 
zones at least a little nearer to 
self-sufficiency. They know that 
the American taxpayer will sooner 
or later rebel at supporting a Ger- 
man poorhouse, . 

Recently Clay has had fairly 
definite indications that the Rus- 
sians were thinking seriously of 
uniting their zone with the British 
and American zones for economic 
co-operation. The Soviets have 
been sending raw materials into 
the Russian zone to keep certain 
plants in operation, there. But this 
cannot go on indefinitely in view 
of the great need inside the Soviet 
Union for all possible resources 
for the task of rehabilitation. 


Curbing the Sensational. 


In the interval between the No- 
vember election and the convening 
of Congress, a number of Senators 
have visited Europe.: Most of them 
are bringing back reports that 
take into account the overwhelm- 
ing problems of occupation. 

Senator Wayne Morse of Oregon 
says that the fault is not inside 
Germany but inside the U.S.A. for 
our failure to support the men to 
whom we have given responsibility 
for occupation. They have ‘been 
stripped of the men and the tools 
ta do the job, says Morse, at the 
very time when we should be plan- 
ning a long-term occupation of 
Germany with an adequate and 
responsible force, 

Senator Brien McMahon, one of 
the ablest surviving Democrats in 
the Senate, takes more or less the 
same point of view. So do others 
on both sides of the aisle. Armed 
with knowledge and a desire to be 
fair, these men may be able to 
prevent the kind of cheap sensa-

Increase Is Sought for Ex- 
pansion, Operation in Next 
Two Years. 


An appropriation of $17,694,365 
for operation of the University oft 
Missouri at Columbia and the 
School of Mines at Rolla during 
the next two years, nearly twice 
the last two-year appropriation, is 
being sought from the Missouri 
Legislature, it was announced to- 
day by Frederick A, Middlebush, 
president of the university. 

Salary increases, funds for ex- 
pansion of the teaching staffs and 
a building program account for 
the increase, President Middlebush " 
said. University officials are sched- 
uled to meet at 10 a.m. tomorrows 
in Jefferson City with Representa-- 
tive Lewis Wallace, chairman of 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, to explain the budget re- 
quest, 

The total request for the coming 
biennium compares with the last 
biennium appropriation of $9,499,- 
850. The Legislature also will be 
asked to re- appropriate 32.802 800 
appropriated by the last session 
for construction of dormitories at 
Columbia and Rolla and turbine 
generators at Rolla. This amount 
was not spent, because of the high 
costs of construction, 

Building program requests in- 
clude $2,290,000 for construction 
of a teaching hospital and nurses’ 
home at Columbia. This is the 
beginning of a four-year medical 
school program to augment the 
present two-year medical school. 

Total of building program re- 
quests is $6,965,000 at Columbia 
and $950,000 at Rolla, 

Among the building proposals 
at Columbia is the construction 
of a radio station at $200,000. This 
would be used in an off-campus 
adult education program, includ- 
ing a service to farmers, 

Record enrollments at Columbia 
and Rolla have added to the bur- 
den of these institutions, Presi- 
dent Middlebush said. As students 
advance, he said, more facilities 
will be needed for upperclassmen. 
The Columbia staff has been in- 
creased from 399 to 501 members, 
he said, and the Rolla staff from 
68 to 110 to offer instruction to 
12,500 students, 

“Our experience indicates that 
we shall have great difficulty in, 
employing teachers for advanced 
students unless we receive addi- 
tional funds for payment of con- 
siderably higher salaries,” he said.

SFEK WORLD BAR 
ON DRAFT IN PEACE 


Committee Expected . to 
Give Early Considera- 
tion to Speaker Mar- 
tin’s Resolution. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 6 (AP)— 
House Nepublicans under the 


leadership of Speaker Martin soon 
may launch a drive for an inter- 
national bar on peacetime mili- 
tary conscfiption. 

Until such a drive meets either 
success or failure, the member- 
ship of the new dominant party 
is expected to oppose any kind of 
universal training program. 

Martin provided a strong hint 
that he still feels universal train- 
ing should be sidetracked in his 
speech last Friday formally ac- 
cepting the House speakership. 
He called for an “adequate, effi- 
cient national defense, while we 
endeavor to persuade the rest of 
the world to adopt a practical for- 
mula for disarmament, and the 
outlawing of war.” 

It was Martin’s opposition last 
year that weighed heavily in the 
House Military Committee’s deci- 
sion to defer action on President 
Truman’s request for universal 
training. : 

Now under Republican domina- 
tion, the Military Committee is 
expected to give early considera- 
tion to Martin’s 1946 resolution 
calling for international arms re- 
duction and renouncement of con- 
scription, 

Backers of this idea include 
Representative Arends of Illinois, 
third-ranking majority member of 
the merged armed services com- 
mittee and Republican whip of 
the House, and Representative 
Short (Rep.), Missouri. 

Army-N avy Merger. 

Senator Styles "Bridges (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, served notice 
that he will oppose the Army- 
Navy merger because “some un- 
scrupulous president” might use 
ot 1 engineer a military dictator- 
ship, 

The chairman-designate of the 
Senate Appropriations Committee 
Bridges told reporters that in his 
opinion centralizing control of 
the Army, Navy and Air Force un- 
der a single chief of common de- 
fense would make possible “the 
throwing of troops around the 
Capitol some day on the South 
American pattern, thus choking 
off the legislative branch.” 

Bridges said he will introduce 
a bill to give the Air Force cab- 
inet representation along with the 
Army and Navy. He said his plan 
will call for a joint defense board |“ 
on which all three services and a 
civilian representative of the 
President would be represented. 

Bills on Veterans, 

Legislators are tossing in bills 
on veterans and getting cam- 
paigns under way for such things 
as a soldier’s bonus; immediate 
cashing of terminal leave bonds, 
and a boost in Government pay- 
ments to veterans going to school 
or learning new jobs by working 
at them. 

Eighteen of the first 157 bills 
received by the House would do 
something for those who served 
in the armed forces. These 18 cover 
programs that might total 20 or 30 
billion dollars in new outlays to 
ex-G.L.s, 

Representative Edith Nourse 
Rogers, Massachusetts, the new 
chairman, is concentrating on 
plans to keep the House veterans’ 
committee busy. 

“One of the first things,” she 
told a reporter, “will be to lift the 
$200 ceiling on allowances for on- 
the job trainiing. It is manifestly 
unfair.” Mrs, Rogers introduced a 
bill on that. So did several other 
legislators, 

The Congress also is showing 
signs of a determination to keep 
a finger on foreign policy. Some 
sentiment already has developed 
in the House Foreign Committee 
behind a move to call Secretary 
of State Byrnes before a joint 
congressional session—either pub- 
lic or private—for a comprehen- 
sive review of such fssues as tar- 
iffs, trade, cartels, disarmament 
and universal training. 

Four Resolutions. 

Resolutions already have been 
introduced calling for: 

1. Establishment of “appro- 
priate” international machinery 
for control and reduction of 
armaments and weapons of war. 

2. Congressional instructions 
to all future United States dele- 
gations to international confer- 
ences to “advocate and urge” 
freedom of religion, speech and 
the press, 

8. An expression of formal dis- 
approval of Yugoslavia’s action 
in imprisoning Archbishop Aloy- 
sius Stepinac “and in other per- 
secutions of Roman Catholics.” 

4. Authority for the House In- 
terstate Committee to investi- 
gate the “effect of cartels on 
commerce with foreign nations.” 

Simultaneously, prospects of a 
fight over immigration—an issue 
in which the State Department 
has a direct and deep interest— 
became virtually certain. Repre- 
sentative Celler (Dem.), New Tork, 
called for emergency liberalization 
of immigration laws to permit the 
immediate admission of 250,000 of 
Europe's homesless, 

As a counter move, Representa- 
tive Pace (Dem.), Georgia, intro- 
duced a measure which would bar 
immigration altogether at any 
time when more than 100 persons 
in the United States are unem- 
ployed,

Bridges Proposes Inquiry.

Without comment the report in- 
cluded the government’s statistical 
obituary of 55 ultra-nationalistic 
organizations which had been dis- 
solved by October. Twenty-seven 
of them reported they had no as- 
sets’ the others still had a total 
of 112,000,000 yen but said they had 
spent 191,000,000 yen “for expenses 
immediately prior to dissolution.” 
T1 Japanese report did not ex- 
plain what occasioned these “ex- 
penses.“

Economical 
Menus for 


Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


T’S never good economics to ob- 
| ain all the protein our. bodies 

need ¢rom one particular food. 
This is especially true now while 
the price of meat is out of bounds, 
Legumes are a most valuable 
source of protein, they are popu- 
lar when well prepared, they are 
available and economical. Navy 
beans are a favorite legume and 
there are many ways of convert- 


ing them into delicious food. Two 
appealing dishes though humble 
are old-fashionéd navy bean and 
salt pork stew and hot navy bean 
salad. It is a good plan to cook 
enough beans at one time for the 
two dishes to be served within a 
day or so of each other. The se- 
cret of preparing delectable bean 
dishes is to cook the beans until 
perigctly tender. ? 

Too many cooks stop before 
they obtain this necessary tender- 
ness, Because beans vary in hard- 
ness and size due to variety and 
conditions under which they have 
grown, it is impossible to specify 
exact time for cooking. They 
need very, very slow cooking and 
when thoroughly done they are as 
soft as mush but not many of 
them are broken up. Then there 
is the danger of getting too much 
water. Enough water should be 
used that when the beans are 
done, enough liquid remains. to 
barely cover the beans and it is 
the consistency of thin luscious 
gravy. . 

Navy Bean Stew. 

Wash one pound (two cups) 
dried navy beans thoroughly and 
turn into a three to four quart 
saucepan. Add six cups cold 
water. Heat to boiling and sim- 
mer for 15 minutes, then add four 
ounces diced salt. pork, cover and 
continue to simmer until beans 
and pork are both very tender, 
from two and one-half to three 
hours. About 15 minutes berore 
they are done, add one pod dried 
hot red pepper. Season to suit 
taste. Five servings. Makes five 
cups boiled. 

MENUS FOR TUESDAY 

BREAKFAST: Apricot juice, 
hot cooked wheat cereal, pan fried 
bacon, buttered toast, orange mar- 
malade. 

LUNCHEON: Tomato rice soup, 
cucumber and egg salad sand- 
wiches, frozen peach slices. 

DINNER: Navy bean stew, but- 
tered spinach, red and white cab- 
bage salad, whole wheat bread 
and butter, Crunchy cereal crisps. 


Crunchy Cereal Orisps. 


Sift together three-fourth cup 
sifted flour, one-fourth teaspoon 
soda, and one-half teaspoon salt 
three times, Cream one-third cup 
shortening. Add one-half cup 
brown sugar and one-fourth cup 
white sugar and beat until fluffy. 
Add one egg and one teaspoon 
vanilla and mix well. Add flour 
mixture, stir until well blended, 
then add one-fourth teaspoon hot 
water. Mix in two cups puffed 
cereal (crisp) quickly and 
peep Drop by teaspoonfuls 

cookie sheet. Bake at 
375 degrees F. for nine minutes. 
Cool on cake rack. Makes about 
50 cookies,

As a matter of sentiment, Wal- 
lace feels that he owes more to 
the people of the hills than he can 
repay, for they and their hills 
have given him such satisfactions 
as nothing else has afforded, but 
in a practical way he looks upon 
the children growing up out there 
as one of th. world’s best and 
most neglected assets. Accusingly 
he says: “Children are essential 
for the welfare of civilization. 
This state is more interested in 
a cow or a pig than in an Ozarks 
child. It is a sound investment 
for business and industry that 
they get a start. But few care,
